THE LABOR TROUBLES. 

The Pacific Mills at Lawrence announced 

last week that they should open one of their 
mills on Monday, and a proposition was made 
by the Superintendent to the strikers that 
they should return to their work at the prices 
offered and if these were found to be too low 
the schedule would be revised. This propo- 
sition was rejected by an almost unanimous 
vote of the strikers; the central mill was 
however opened on Monday, and a small 
number of looms were started, for the most 
part with new hands, only three or four of 
the striking weavers returning. The mill 
management appear confident that they will 
have nearly the full complement of help by 
the end of the week, but the strikers appear 
now even more firm than when the strike was 
started. They gather in small numbers at 
the gates, but create no disturbance, though 
denouncing among themselves in the strongest 
terms the few of their number who have re- 
turned to the mill. Spinners and weavers ar- 
riving from Fall River and other places, are, 
as far as possible, bought off by the strikers, 
and induced to leave the city, a use of the 
funds of the Union, which the business men 
who contributed to it early in the strike, with 
the understanding that it should be used for 
the reliet of distress among the operatives 
while out of work, are not very well pleased 
with, and which will be likely to induce them 
to withold further contributions. The man- 
agers of the mills say they will not again shut 
down in any event, even if they are obliged 
to import operatives from abroad. 
Excitement prevails at the Harmony Mills 
at Cohoes, N. Y., the proprietors having 
given notice of a reduction of 10 per cent in 
wages, and a lock-out is feared. The Har- 
mony Mills building is the largest in the 
country where cotton goods are made. It is 
1280 feet long, 150 feet deep in the centre, 
and the wings are 75 feet in depth. From 
8000 to 10,000 persons are employed there. 
The proprietors claim that they have been 
paying 10 per cent more than market rates 
for labor during the past two years, and they 
have sunk money. Now goods are down so 
low that it has become necessary to reduce 
wages to prevent ruinous loss, and unless the 
operatives are willing to accept the reduction 
the mills will shut down. 





Tue Guirgau Case.—The bill of excep- 
tions taken in the case of Charles J. Guiteau, 
and signed by Judge Cox of the Criminal 
Court of the District of Columbia, have been 
printed and make a pamphlet of 39 pages. 
There are 32 exceptions as to matters occur- 
ring up to the time when the case was given 
to the jury, and exceptions also to the rulings 
of the Court denying a new trial and over- 
ruling the motion in arrest of judgment. 
Most of them are trivial in their nature, the 
greater part of them referring to the admis- 
sion of the hypothetical questions of the gov- 
ernment and the replies thereto of various ex- 
perts, and to the admission of testimony tend- 
ing to show the ability of the prisoner to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong. To the 
charge of Judge Cox no less than thirty-six 
clauses are made the subjects of exception. 
The exceptions will be argued by Mr. Reed 
of the prisoner’s counsel, and the 24th of the 
present month has been appointed as the time 
tor the hearing. (iuiteau, on Tuesday fur- 
nished to the agent of the Associated Press a 
letter for publication in which he repudiates 
the efforts of Mr. and Mrs. Scoville in his be- 
half, and declares that they are both nuisances, 
with whom he wants nothing further to do.

a reward which had been offered for the cap- 
ture of James, ‘‘dead or alive.” However 
desirable msy have been the taking off ot this 
uotoricus ruffian, who for so many years has 
made life and property so insecure througk- 
out a vast extent of territory in the South- 
west, it is still a curious commentary on the 
civilization of that section of the country that 
no better means could be found for his pun- 
ishment than by a trade between his old asso- 
ciates in crime, and the Executive authority 
of the State, to proceed not only without law, 
but by methods even more repugnant to civil- 
ization than the code of Judge Lynch. 





Fast Day.—The utfer incongruity between 
the ostensible purposes for which the annual 
Fast Day is appointed, and the method in 
which it is observed, has moved the Baptist 
ministers of this city and vicinity, to adopt 
and transmit to the Governor the following 
memorial on the subject, with which we think 
the general common eense of the community 
will heartily sympathize. ‘They say: 

‘*Fast Day is no longer kept by the people 
as atime of penitence and self-restraint, but 
is made an occasion of rest and amusement. 
Many of the recreations of the day are not in 
themselves wrong, but when they are sought 
under color of humiliation on account of sin, 
they constitute an insincerity that must be 
displeasing to God and dangerous to public 
morals. It is our judgment that days of fast- 
ing ought to be proclaimed by the civil au- 
thorities only in seasons of great and general 
solemnity, when they will be observed, and 
that if there must be a public holiday at this 
period of the year, it should be appointed as 
a day of joy, and not as a day of mourning.”

The World Abroad. 


SUMMARY OF LATEST FOREIGN DI8- 
PATCHES. 
Great Britain. 


Parliament is not in session, and English de- 
spatches are entirely with regard to Irish affairs, 
which are apparently in as gloomy a condition as 
ever. It will be recommended to Parliament by 
the officials at Dublin, that the coercion act be re- 
pealed or modified, and a more lenient policy be 
adopted. 

Mr. Smythe, the Westmeath landlord, who, 
while returning from church last Sunday with 
some ladies, was fired at, but who escaped, while 
one of the ladies was killed, has written a letter to 
Mr. Gladstone, in which he says: “Your practical 
adhesion to the principle that force is no remedy 
in the case of Irish savagery, has culminated in 
making it possible for a Land League assassin to 
murder my sister-in-law at noonday. I lay the 
guilt of that deed of blood at your door, in the face 
of the whole country, supported as you are by ‘no 
rent’ members of Parliament and their press, and 
some of the Irish Bishops. The Terrorism exist- 
ing under the protection of your police is so tre- 
mendous that I know thereare but few who would 
venture to denounce the murderers had they seen 
them. Were they to do so their lives would cer- 
tainly be forfeited, while the prisoner would almost 
as surely escape after the farce of a trial by jury. 
Mr. Gladstone, in replying, assures Mr. Smythe of 
his heartfelt sympathy, and is confident that Mr. 
Smythe will readily understand why he does not 
notice his charges. 

Several of the Irish-American “suspects” have 
been released from prison, not, however, on ac- 
count of their nationality, but only on the same 
grounds that other prisoners have been released, 
and there are now only four persons imprisoned, 
who claim American citizenship. On this point 
the London Times says: ‘‘The attempt to excite 
popular agitation against England, on the ground 
of the detention of Irish-American subjects in Ire- 
land, has proved a signal failure, and has served 
only to show that the great majority of the Ameri- 
can people are friendly toward the Mother Coun- 
try, an appreciate rationally and wisely the obli- 
gations of international comity.’ 

Mr. Parnell was released from Kilmainham jail 
on Monday, on parole for a week, in order to en- 
able him to visit a sister in Paris, whose child has 
just died. Great rejoicing took place in Ireland 

when it was known that he had been released, the 
fact that his liberty was only fora limited time, 
not being generally understood. 
France. 

M. De Lesseps denies and authorizes the contra- 
diction of a statement emanating from Washing- 
ton to the effect that the Panama Canal Company 

j javend to take up the Nicaraguan concession, if the 








American grantees permit it to lapse and that ne- 
qieeere to that end have been opened with the 
ica uan government. 

The French troops have completely defeated Bou 
Amena, the insurgent leader in Tunis, killing or 
capturing nearly all his fighting men. Several of 
the tribes on the Tripolitan frontier have petitioned 
to be allowed to lay down their arms, and it is be- 
lieved this will bring about complete submission 
of various other tribes. It is stated that the Brit- 
ish government is disposed to recognize officially 
the present state of affairs in Tunis. 


Russia, 

More serious rioting against the Jews is reperted. 
Threatening placards have been posted at Warsaw 
and the Jews are in a state of great terror. The 
government has ordered the shops closed, and great 
military precautions are being taken. On the 2d 
inst., which was a market day, an attack was made 
on the shops and houses belonging to the Jews at 
Walegojuawo, 25 versts from Ananieff, and 30 
shops and 80 houses were destroyed. The Official 
Messenger, which generally denies reports of dis- 
turbances or says they are exaggerated, confirms 
this report and says 30 arrests have been made in 
connection with the riot. 

The Nihilists are becoming extremely active 
again. The railway between Moscow and St. Pe- 
tersburg has been discovered to be mined in seve- 
ral places. It has also just been discovered that 
200,000 pounds of gunpowder have been stolen 
from the fortress of Dunsborg, which is the fortress 
nearest to Germany. So great alarm has been 
caused by these discoveries that it iseven proposed 
to have the ceremony of the coronation of the Czar 
at some other place than Moscow. 

: Owing to shattered health and adv monty | years, 
Prince Gortschakoff, at his own request, has been 
relieved of the functions of Minister of foreign af- 
fairs by the Czar, and M. De Giers has been ap- 
pointed as his successor. 


General Items. 
A letter has been received at Paris dated Janu- 
ary 16, from Henry M. Stanley, who ig now en- 
gaged in his great exploration in Africa, says that 
the expedition is prospering, and he hopes to ac- 
complish the object of the expedition this year. 
He was far up the Congo river. 

Advices from Cape Haytien state that a revolu- 
tion broke out there against President Solomon, 
March 26. When the German steamer Borussia 
left that harbor, forty-eight hours later, the insur- 
gents had the upper hand. Gonaives responded to 
the movement on the 28th, and Port-au-Prince on 
the 29th. Martial law had been proclaimed, and 
President Solomon was preparing to march to Cape 
Haytien with 3000 men. Two war steamers had 
been sent to Cape Haytien and Gonaives.
